The afternoon started out by a reading of poems 
by FNU Lowenthals, He identified himself as a Smith Act 
Victim as some of the people behind him he said. Those 
seated behind him were: FNU Weinstone, Jack Stachel, Joe 
North, William Patterson, general manager of The Worker 
and Virginia LNU (could be Gardner). Hymie Goldstein said 
that she worked at The Worker offices.

Stachel, member of the National Committee of the Communist 
Party . 

Jack Stachel berated the United States (monopoly 
capitalists, imperialists were some of the synonyms he used for the 
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United States) and the conditions of the people in this 
country. He indicated that all would be better with the 
advent of Socialism in the United States. He brought out 
the importance of a radical newspaper like the "Worker" in 
this country. He hoped that the day would come soon when 
there would be a "Daily Worker". This remark was well-received 
by the audience. 

Jack Stachel explored many of the issues that 
have been appearing in recent copies of Political Affairs 
relative to questions on the Negro -Farm-Labor problems and 
trade Unions. 

Highlight of his remarks in terms of approval 
from the audience was when he stated that what was needed 
in this country was not more anti -Communism but a stronger 
Communist Party,, 

William Patterson, General Manager of the Worker 
reviewed the merits of a newspaper like the Worker. He pointed 
out -ohat in the "sub" drive between New York and Chicago, Chicago 
had been victorious . He stated that the New York Quota was 
1200 new "subs'- 1 but only 860 were received. He made a new 
appeal to build up the "subs" for the Worker. In a short 
time, he said, you will be notified through your clubs as 
to what will be done relative to the "sub" drive. This 
new approach, he indicated, will also appear in the Worker. 

> William Patterson made the appeal for funds. He 

pointed out that they did not have any legal authority to 
collect funds therefore they will sell copies of the Worker 
beginning with one hundred dollars. He announced that the 
Greenwich Club donated $100j that a Junus Hyman or Lyman 
matched that; "Pop" from Camp Midvale contributed $20. 
Although, there was no announcement as to the amount of 
money collected, it is the opinion of the writer of this 
report that the collection amounted to over $500. William 
Patterson also announced that Junus Hyman or Lyman would 
contribute another $100 if another $100. 

William Patterson before making the 
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appeal., made a reference to the stopping and searching of 
a Soviet trawler by a U.S. ship recently in the following 
manner: the nation that wants war searching a ship or 
vessel of a peaceful nation.

As a significant feature is the part played by the 
leaders of the people and with the indorsement of the 
people in the struggle for freedom in Cuba, was the fact 
that two of the 16 generals (as he referred to them first) 
(later stated by him as there referring to be called Commandantes) 
were known Communist Party leaders , Joe North remarked 
that he had spoken on the Cuban revolution 14 times in 
the last 2-| weeks.

WOFSY apparently visited ADES for the purpose 
of finding out if there had been any further income 
from the account of FRANCES WILLIAMS . ADES told WOFSY 
that he expected another check in March or April, and 
that his big problem was how to give WOFSY '$500 a month' 
He said he is also faced with the problem of paying back 
taxes and trying to reduce the 1958 tax. He said that

ADES said that the income used to go up every 
year but now that they have bought a ranch, he does not 
know. He said the ranch is big enough to be on the map 
of the United States. 

WOFSY then asked if there was ''nothing from 
California?' (Probably referring to GRACE MC DONALD) . 
The conversation at this point was incoherent, however, 
ADES said that "She's worried, she'll have to pay 
(an amount of money not understandable), and if she^oes 
her taxes will go up. She carries a couple of people to do 
the work. I'll probably have to go out there, she's in her 
70 's and is not well." 

ADES then changes the conversation and asks 
WOFSY what he had heard about CHARLIE LOMAN, and if LOMAN 
is still the Kings County CP Chairman. WOFSY answered 
saying that he did not know but he had heard that there had 
been an instruction to change the leadership. However, 
he is apparently still in charge. 

WOFSY then comments that he ran into STEVE NELSON 
yesterday and ADES says that he gets less and less" information 
these days because BILL LAWRENCE is busy in his new store 
until 7:00 in the evening. He also commented that he had 
not heard anything from BILL ALBERTSON since the middle of 
January. He said that the New York State CP seems to be 
taking over more of the functions of the National Office, 
for example the State CP had issued a statement 
regarding the Cuban situation. 
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ADES then asked WOFSY if JIM JACKSON were 
back from the Soviet Union and when told he wasn't, 
comments that he is probably holding discussions over 
there. He then states that he had heard that SJD 
STEIN had been saying that his friends, (The Right-Ming) 
are only criticizing the Party and that they have no 
positive program, and that he believes it is the time to 
state what they stand for . ADES continued that STEIN 
must straighten out on what his attitude is going 
to be on the Soviet Union. 

ADES then changed the conversation to 
the Youth Mar ch on Washington for integrated schools .. He 
comments that | I is 

now running around with the Young soeiaiis-cs { Young 
Socialist Alliance) and she is passing out pamphlets and 
petitions in her classes. He said that the students 
and the teachers are ail in on it. 

ADES then changed the conversation back to SID 
STEIN and comments that in talking with him he had gotten 
nowhere, however, in speaking with STE"VE NELSON he had 
made some headway. He said that NELSON says that while 
the Soviet Union makes some mistakes, discussion regarding 
them should be private . 

WOFSY then makes a comment to the effect that 
apparently the Right-Wing are holding some type of meetings 
ADES then comments that he can't understand how he could 
not convince SID STEIN and his friends to straighten their 
attitude out. He said that they usually start out calling 
names and consequently there is no area for discussion. 
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He said that it is very difficult for them to discuss 
anything or to discuss the Soviet Union while in the 
CP. However, we should keep in contact with them, 
but that the only trouble with that is, that if you do 
you can become accused of all sorts of things. ADES 
said that he thinks that particular thing is wrong, 
and that some of the Right-wing were undoubtedly forced 
out. He then states "why was Fred (Fine) forced out? — 
because he attended a meeting." 

ADES comments that the same thing happened to 
AL BLUMBERG because he endorsed a meeting and BILL 
ALBERTS.0N called him in about it. He said that 
BLUMBERG ' s answer to ALBERTSON was that, make an issue 
of it, I'll resign. 

ADES then discussed the Party's possible move 
from New York, commenting that he did not think they 
could separate themselves from the New York State CP., 
He said that New York is the main base , and if the 
National CP moves the paper, it will hurt circulation, 
as it is mainly in New York. He also commented that 
he felt that there was no real sentiment in New York 
for the National Office to move.

united front and promised to bring the following, of the SWP with 
its periphery as well as the ISP committee ♦ 



I spoke in favor of calling a city rally of 
all unemployed vo De held on April 8, the day of the unemployment 
conference in Washington; He also called for the backing by the 
body, of working to get the tyade union leadrs to pay for the 
sending of of delegates of the unemployedTo the Washington 
conference; 



spoke in answer to several speakers who 
had taker! the U,P # line 'on the May Day rally; They had said 
that the rally should not be run by the old radical parties or be 
a united front rally such as was held two years ago on Second 



Avenue but should be one held representing rank and file workers; 
J derided this as fooling no one* He said that no one in that 



room could go back to his union and claim to be a rank and filer 
because they are all known for their radicalism and pointed to 
Louis Weinstock and even himself as examples of this. 

Harold Robbins also spoke in a similar vein. He said 
he was speaking for TJhe SWP and offered to woyk with them on a 
united front May Day Rally to be held at Union Square and pointed 
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out that claiming to be rank and file workers was gc&ig to fool 
no one, that they were all known; He said that he could 
guarantee the ranks of the SWT and that invitations should be 
sent out to the ISP committee, the Guardianites and all pro labor 
and working class §arties in the true spirit of May Day. He 
said that it was useless to try to get the support of the union 
bureaucrats, that they would not support May Day althpugh a 
token effort should be made; - 

Weinstock took the floor and defended himself against 
the SWP charges that he was posing as a rank and file trade 
unionist; He said that he was a worker in the painter's union 
and that he has never tried to hide the fact that he wasa 
communist; He said that the C.P. has always taken the Iniative 
on May Day as. no other radical party has and that it was — 
something the C.P. was proud of; 

Esther, black hairm dark, about 40, 5»7", 135 lbs., 
spoke for the CiP. She said that the C.P. was anxious to work 
with all parties and groups for the success of May Day. She 
said that there was a new current rising in the land in the 
ranks of labor and it was important to give encouragement to it. 
She said one of the ways was to support this rally as a rank 
and file tarde unionists rally which • radical parties would 
support buTT*<?x)uld not control; She stressed that the C.P 
yields to no one or to no party its rights on May Day and'will 
not shirk its responsibilities in doing its historic tasks,. 

She and Weinstock were greatly applauded and the votes 
that were taken supported Weinstock in adopting the. wording of 
the original Call which came out in the Daily Worker as opposed 
to the approach made by the SWP members in the audience. At 
this point Harold Bobbins walked out followed by most of the 
SWP in the audience. ~" 

The rest of th_ meeting was takien up with the election 
of the members of the committee headed by~Weinstock who under 
the sting of the SWP criticism offered to resign and let some one 
head the committee; The audience refused to accept this and Ee 
agreed to remain at least temporarily.

On Friday_ 2/13/59, a forum entitled, "The 
Cuban Revolution! (Its Meaning and Signif icance) " was 
held at the Estonian Hall, 2061 Lexington Avenue, New 
York City, under the auspices of the Provisional 
Organizing Committee For a Marxist-Leninist Communist 
Party (POC). 

The audience was predominately Spanish with 
about 10 Negroes present. Helen Roman, who sat near 
the door was overheard to say that 97 persons were in 
attendance. The POC was pleased by the attendance. 
Several Trotskyites were out in front of the hall 
passing out their literature, later they came in. Luring 
the forum they asked questions, but caused no trouble. 
One even came up and subscribed to the "Vanguard. " 

The forum lasted from about 8;30 FH-11:15 PM. 

The principal speaker was a Puerto Rican by the 
name of Pelegrin Garcia. He was described in one of 
the 5,000 fliers circulated by the POC as "Pelegrin 
Garcia, renown fighter for Puerto Rican independence and 
Captain in the Cuban revolutionary forces."

No admittance was charged, although the hat 
was passed to help pay the cost of the forum; Twelve 
dollars worth of literature was sold. Thic. included a 
pamphlet which was sold for $,35 which was entitled, 
"For a Revolutionary Position on the Negro Question" 
reissued February 1, 1959. Helen Roman mentioned that 
they got 7 subscriptions at the forum. 

Kenny Bruton chaired the forum. The first 
speaker was Armando Roman, the National Secretary of the 
POC. Primarily he spoke about Nationalism and the 
Negro Question. He spoke about Little Rock and several 
other famous incidents concerning the mistreatment of 
Negroes. 

Joe Dougher, the National Organizational 
Secretary of the POC was the second speaker. He primarily 
spoke about the POC and the Communist Party, USA, He 
accused the CP, USA of Right Deviationism and attacked 
the CP., USA National Secretary, Eugene Dennis with some 
rather unkind remarks. 

Incidentally Helen was heard to remark that it 
was taken for granted that the CP, USA had some of their 
people in the crowd. 

Dougher in his speech mentioned the POC's 
strength Nationally as 300 members. He said that the 
CP, USA had slipped down to a mere 3*000 members. 

When Pelegrin Garcia spoke, he gpoke in 
Spanish. Angel Torres translated for those who did not 
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understand the language. Garcia was very critical of the 
American Government. He accused the Government of 
economic oppression and for failure to give independence 
to Puerto Rico. He said that the average Puerto Rican 
wants independence. He said that the situation in Puerto 
Rico was very similar to the situation in Cuba, and 
that it was Batista who oppressed the Cubans and that 
the American Government was indirectly doing the same 
thing in Puerto Rico. He said that Puerto Rico and 
Cuba had many things in common. That the problems of 
Cuba were the same as Puerto Rico's and vice versa. 

Garcia claimed that he knew Pid^l Castro as 
a personal friend. That both of them had studied Law 
and Politics together at the same university. He 
claimed that he had fought with the Cubans. He made 
the remark that he would lay down his life In the 
interest of any minor ity group any place in tho> 
World, if the cause was just. He gave the impression 
of being quite fanatical. He said that he had been 
jailed while in Cuba but that Castro had gotten him 
released. He indicated that there was a bond between 
the Cuban and Puerto Rican peoples. He implied without directly 
stating it that he hoped that some day the Cubans would help 
the Puerto Ricans in their struggle for independence. He 
made the remark, however, that he recognized that Cubai 
had many immediate problems ahead as a result of the 
revolution. During his speech Garcia caused some unhappy 
looks on the faces of the POC members, when he indirectly 
indicated that he himself was, not a believer in Communism; 

although he stated that he would solicit the cooper ation 

of any group tq> help win Puerto R^can independence. I I 

made very short work pf the translation when it came to this b7c 

part; and it was difficult to say exactly what Garcia had 

said without understanding the language. With the exception 

of this one remark, Garcia' s talk was well received and it 

was interrupted by applause throughout. At the end he 

received a standing ovation. 

After the meeting Nick ma<ie the remark that 
hereafter all general membership meetings will be held 
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on the first Friday during the month instead of the 
first Sunday to give the members more time xcith their 
families on the weekends. 

Armando spoke with Lewis afte?' the meeting and 
told him that the National Executive Committee meeting 
scheduled for Sunday in Philadelphia^ had been called 
off because of another out of town meeting that was 
coming up. Ke asked George if he thought he could get 
three days off to go to Cleveland sometime in the next 
two weeks. George's reply was not heard. Is was not 
quite under_stood whether this was an invitation to 
the meeting or not as George is not a member of the NEC. 

Some type of anniversay celebration (possibly 
the 20th Wedding Anniversary) for Helen and Armando 
Roman was to be held at 8:30 PM Saturday at 509 West 
HQth Street, apartment 11 E, NYC. Some of the members 
of the POC were invited.

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"Meeting was chaired by HERSCHEL WALKER 0 HERSCHEL 
said that the only thing he had for the agenda was 
the 21st Congress which LUMER would report on, and 
out state which would actually be a discussion on AL 
MURPHY 1 s situation; and organization which would come 
under Kansas City's report. HERSCHEL said that maybe 
we could start with discussing AL MURPHY l s problem 
first, since there had been some previous discussion 
before the meeting with LTJMER on this. HERSCHEL said 
that the situation had not, been discussed in the 
State Committee before', so that maybe he should sort 
of clarify to everyone what this was all about. 
HERSCHEL said that mainly they were concerned with 
trying to reactivate AL again. Since the trials 
were in St. Louis, AL has been isolated in a sense 
from the party and it has been felt that he was far 
too valuable a person to the party to be sitting 
idle at this time and doing nothing. Not 'only, that, 
this would in time affect him politically by not having 
contacts with the party and the masses. '.HER§CHEL 
said that maybe AL could take it from there ^ and give 
everyone his ideas on what the situation was. AL 
said that he and his wife were now living in Charleston, 
Missouri and that his wife was teaching there and had 
been for a few years • AL said that he felt in. a 
sense he might even be a little more stable economically 
than some of the people here in St. Louis, because 
at least his wife has this regular Job, and lihat 
although he has nothing regular, the guy who owns 
the only large hotel there in Charleston usually 
gives him work there in the hotel from five to six 
months out of the year, and that he also helps him 
get other odd jobs. AL said that these jobs don't 
pay very much. At the hotel he only makes $25<>00 a 
week and the other jobs of course depend on what he 
does. AL said that he can do a number of things, 
from paperhanging to building a spare room if heeded,, 
and there were some small items of furniture that he 
can make and that his biggest job in Charleston was when 
he was called on to build goose pits. AL said that' 
there in Charleston everybody knew him. They knew 
that he was a SMITH Act defendant and this had no 
affect on him getting work. It was just the fact 
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that there was not much work in Charleston atnpl even 
for the white people there the work is mostly seasonal 
work and after that odd jobs. He had been able to 
survive and they are making out fairly good. The 
other point AL said was that even though he is making 
out fairly good - as well as some of the people were 
financially - he isn f t doing any party work at all, 
and this for a person who has been active for so many 
years is very difficult. AL said that there were a 
few things that probably could be done around Charleston 
or Southeast Missouri, but that he hadn't been able 
to do any of it, being out of contact with everybody. 
He himself had thought of getting some sort of truck 
and making these household items and going from door 
to door selling them. This, he said , would give him 
a reason for seeing people, and then he would be able 
to not only talk to people, but, after a time, maybe 
he could sell some of these farmer magazines., 'The 
Worker 1 and 'P.A* 1 AL. said that on the other hand, 
if it was .felt that he was needed more here in St . Louis, 
that the problem would be finding a job, and AL said 
he had been to St 0 Louis a couple of years ago for a 
couple of months to try to find work, but had not been 
able to find any, so he had gone back to' Charleston 
and that is where he has been ever since . MARCEL SMITH 
asked AL if he had transportation such as' this* truck 
that he mentioned. Did he think that he 'would-be able 
to get around throughout Southeast Missouri and try 
to renew some of our old contacts? AL said yes, this 
was possible, he felt, with some sort of transportation, 
but that this was the main thing. AL said PAULINE 
had to use the car for work and dorve about JJO .miles 
a day.

"The next point was that AL would have to understand 
that if he stayed in Charleston and worked in the 
Southeast there, that there would be a certain amount 
of risk involved as there always is with a Negro 
person in the South, and that he should give some 
thought to this and discuss it with his wife. HERSCHEL 
suggested that after AL gives this some consideration, 
that he let us know what his ideas are as soon as 
possible, and this committee that would be set up 
Should deal with the problem of what should be done 
in St. Louis for AL and bring it back to the State 
meeting. HERSCHEL said that he has always felt that 
AL's place was in Charleston. There he 
people and here he would have to reorganize himself, 
but this was something that AL would have to also 
think of himself, because the committee could not 
make this decision without AL's approval. . AL said 
that he felt he could probably do more m Charleston 
since the people there already knew him, and he would 
be sure of getting a certain amount of work in 
Charleston, whereas if he came to St. Louis tnis 
might not hold; and he knew of the risk involved 
because of working in Alabama. It was agreed that 
this committee be set up and persons who work on tne 
committee were not elected at this meeting. . 

"Next on organization, Kansas City reported JERRY 
reported that he had sent in a 21-page letter into 
the National Office, and HY LTMER ?alj yjB that he 
had the letter with him. JERRY said that ^ had 
tried to explain as fully as possible the situation 
in Kansas City which they had J£s cussed the last 
time they were here. He said the same situation 
existed They still had these two people who had 
gotSn cuti s? that there now they only had a group 
of three who were still active party members. 
JERRY said that there was something else that he 
Sd fofmd out not too long ago- that when the party 
was operating there in Kansas City before, there 
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had been a treasury in the amount of $140.00, and 
that the person who was holding this money did not 
turn it over to the party, but there were still people 
around who had belonged to the party at that time and 
three of them agreed that the money should go to the 
party while there were three who did not want the 
party to have the money. JERRY said he thinks that 
when it is put to a vote, that the money will come 
to the party. JERRY also said that they are planning 
to have some edueationals and that will involve some 
of the people who were out of the party. 

"JIM SAGE asked JERRY what was the situation between 
the party and his brother now. JERRY said he still 
had not come back into the party but that he was 
delivering 'P. A.' to a person each month. It was 
decided that JERRY and GENE get together with JIM 
SAGE before they go back to Kansas City and discuss 
this thing further. Each of them felt that someone 
from St. Louis - JIM or whoever they think it should 
be - should come to Kansas City. JIM should make a 
report to the State Committee. 

"Next was HY LUMER, who gave a brief report on the 
21st Congress. HY LUMER' s report dealt with the seven- 
year plan that the 21st, Congress is planning, and its 
effect on the world as a whole. LTJMER said that first 
of all, it was amazing to note that when the "2lst 
Congress met, the only point on the agenda was the 
seven-year plan, and he went on to explain that the 
seven-year plan would improve medical care and "how 
production would be increased so that in seven years 
the Soviet Union expects to equal the United States. 
By ten years, the Soviet Union expects to double this 
amount of production. They are. going to work towards 
shorter work week, which will be a 35-hour work week, 
but with no cut in salaries. Instead, there will be 
a continuous increase of salaries so that the worker 
gets more from what he produces. This, LUMER said, 
would prove to the workers all over the world how 
superior the socialist government was over the 
capitalist government. LUMER also said that this 
program would deal a great blow towards world peace 
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and that this would bring the Soviet Union closer to 
their next step,, which was Communism. LUMBR said 
that a Communist government would not come by a law 
being passed, but we will go from a socialist govern- 
ment by letting it work itself out. A Communist 
government would mean that you would not have to use 
money for all different services. They will be 
given to the people as a compliment of the government. 
They are working on it, because more and more services 
are being rendered; instead of by the government, 
some of these services are being rendered by peoples 
organizations and the unions, and this is bringing 
them much closer to a Communist government. At this 
time in the Soviet Union, medical care is just a 
matter of service like the street light here in 
America** Nobody knows what it is to have to pay a 
medical bill. With this seven-year plan coming 
into effect, more of these things will happen so that 
this will bring them much closer to a Communist 
government. One of the reasons that they could not 
have a Communist government, whatever is produced 
would not be bought or sold but that it would be given 
to people as a service, according to their needs, and 
to do this there would have to be something like this 
seven-year plan to raise and produce so that there 
would be enough to supply the people of the Soviet 
Union with all their needs. 

"LUMER said that KHRUSHCHEV 1 s report and some of 
the things that he had to say, it was felt at the 
National Office should be made known to as many 
workers here in America as possible so they could 
see what the socialist countries are doing., LUS5ER 
said that they felt that there might be some people 
who would not feel that this report was being 
important so that was why he was giving them some 
ideas of what the KHRUSHCHEV report meant, riot only 
to the betterment of the Soviet Union , but how it 
would affect the world in general . HERSCHEL asked 
if there were any questions. There were none. 

"The meeting adjourned about 5;40 P*M« 
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"DORA told HERSGHEL that she would not be able to make 
it to the meeting that night 9 so HERSGHEL said that he 
would find out where the Educational Committee would 
meet with LUMER and let her know so maybe she can come 
to that.

CP Committee meeting was held at the home of Alex Elan, 79-37 
259th Street , Queens, New York. At this meeting the 
section ieaders were invited to attend along with the CP County 
Committee members.

I l last name unknown, white, male, age 27-30 years, 
5' 8" tall, 155 lbs., black hair, combed straight back, wore 
dark shell rimmed glasses. He attended the Queens County CP 
Committee meeting on 1/27/59 and was described as being around 
25 years of age. 

White, male, 50 years, 6' tall, 220-230 lbs., heavy 
build, dark brown hair receding in front, had a round face. 
Said he was a taxi driver and was active in the CP around 
Brighton Beach area during World War II, and Korean War. 

White, female, age 40 years, 5*8" tall, 150 lbs., 
black hair, slender features, large nose, wore glasses, has a 
daughter 14 years of age. Resides somewhere in the vicinity 
of Alex Elan. May have attended the Queens County CP CoBflPfcation 
in 1957. 

William Weinstone continued his talk from the 
meeting of 1/27/59 and conducted a question session. He stated 
that the Negro was not the CP's most important ally. The 
transition of Socialism to Communism was discussed. 

Weinstone stated that the CP would concentrate in 
the industries in the Long Island City area where there are a 
large number of Workers and the entire Queens County CP would 
be mobilized for this program. 
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VJeinstone stated that the question of printing 
more leaflets would be taken up with the CP National headquarters 
to see what could be done. 

Weinstone stated that due to the strict security 
measures at Sperry Gyroscope the CP would stay away from this 
plant but would pass out literature at the plants in Long 
Island City. 

Sales announced that the next regular meeting of the 
Queens County CP Committee would meet at the home of Elizabeth 
Merkelson on 2/24/59. 

An 18 page mimeographed document on Youth Problems 
and Organisation issued by the New York State CP Youth Commission 
was given to each of the Section organizers present.

This quotation was: cited by William H. Peterson in ah 
article which appeared in the February 4, 1959, issue of "Human 
Events, " a weekly magazine published in Washington, D.C. 
Peterson is described as a prof essor of economics, at New York 
University and a regular contributor to. "The Wall Street Journal. " 
His article is. in account of a recent visit ta the Soviet Union and 
he claims that the above quotation was translated for him by a 
Soviet interpreter. 

Providing the files of your office reflect no reason why 
Peterson Should hot be contacted,, he should be interviewed for any 
information he can furnish regarding the. source of the above 
quotation in Lenin's published works. Your reply should be marked 
for the attention of the Central Research .Section.

Professor WILLIAM H. PETERSON stated, on 2/19/59 



with reference to the quotation attributed to LENIN and set 
out in relet that he had obtained it from the reports) of the 
House Committee On Un-American Activities, the source of the 
quotation being given therein as volume 10, page 17.2 of the 
Collected Works of LENIN. However, he went on to say that 
neither he nor others had found, the quotation as cited In any 
Of four editions, of LENIN' s, collected Works-. He was unable to 
state where in HCUA reports the quotation was recorded., 

PETERSON also, mentioned that in the course of his 
visit to Russia he had not sought a verification of the quotation* 
When asked if he had considered, calling the attention of the 
HCUA to. the erroneous citation he said that a friend was thinking 
of bringing the matter before the Committee. He noted that 
the quotation had been used by the American, Bar Association 
in a report and by Madame CHIANG KAI SHEK in a speech*, they 
having obtained it from the same HCUA source; 



PETERSON expressed himself as believing the quotation 



might have been uttered by LENIN but now censored. He said 
» he was continuing efforts, tp establish its authenticity andi 
if successful, he would advise this office Of the results. He 
said ALFRED .KOHLBERG, described as a friendi had also tried 
to track it down* PETERSON noted he had received a number of 
inquiries in this matter and 'remarked he was sorry he had Used 
the quotation. 

It is to be noted that Professor PETERSON is oh 
. leave of absence from New York. University Graduate School of 
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Business. Administration > 90 Trinity Place* New Yorjc Ciicy, 
where he holds the post of Associate Professor of Economics. 
His leave extends to September, 1959. His residence address 
is 19 Rotary jDrive, Summit* New- Jersey.

The registration form t^as passed around and 
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explained the proceedure, there are five or six lines 
on each blank and the following information must be 
asked 1-male-f emale-age-National Origin-Employment- 
Union-How long in Party. 

The employment and Union can be generalized and 
not to be specific for instance, a bookeeper or an accountant 
etc. can be put down as an office worker instead of a 
specific posiiSon or trade,, the same goes for union office 
workers union instead of the particular union and local. 

After each person has registered we must make a 
copy on another piece of paper with the following information, 
whether they ar$ engaged in work in a mass organization and 
whether they are regular readers of the Sunday Worker or not, 
or whether they have a sub or not. This copy must be 
turned into the Section,, the original should also be turned 
into the Section but this will be forwarded to the County. 

In order for a person to be registered they must 
be paid up in dues through Dec. 1958, if, as in the case 
of many they are in arrears of dues payment, then a 
settlement should be worked out whereby dues should be paid 
back starting from Dec~1958 and continue^ on back through 
Nov 0 then Oct. etc. until the settlement is paid up then 
the dues refer back to Jan # 1959. 

If it is advisable to all a special club meeting 
should be called for the registeration drive and around 
this we should have an education, discussion around this 
issue, the time of registeration is for Jan. and Feb. 60fo 
by the next County Committee meeting and 40# by Feb. 4. The 
next few weeks in Feb. would be devoted to visiting, talking 
and contacting people who have left the Party, others whom 
may be closely associated with us and are sympathetic, and 
any new recruits who wish to join a Party whos_ goal is 
Socialism. 

This year the State, County and our own Section 
have considered very seriously of trying to increase 
our registration for 1959, the State by 100, the County by 



\ 
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another 30 and the Section by about ten or fifteen new 
members. 

The next Doint was a report on the Sears Roebuck 
picket line which has been very effective to date the line 
has been well attended by both Negro and White^ it has been 
going on for the past three or four weeks and will continue 
to go on if a favorable response does not come from Sears on 
their hiring policy. 

A few minor incidents have taken place at the line, 
on where an officer has been removed from the line for 
red-baiting on the request of the Committee from the NAACP 
who approached the Precinct Captain and told him about it, 
and he commented that this officer was noted for such 
action in the past. In his place a Negro and white officer 
was sent to the line, and they worked harmonously to keep 
order . 

A series of conferences were held by the local 
Committee of the NAACP and these were attended by the representatp 
of most of the large stores in the l49th St (Hub) area and 
they were wholeheartedly in favor of this picket line* 
Sears alone sent word that if information about their hiring 
policy was needed then this Committee should contact SCAD 
and they refused to participate in these conferences, although 
a slight hint was seen by Sears about a conference with 
the Committee. 

This is the first time that the National headquarters 
of the NAACP has given support to a picket line of this 
nature, so it must attack importance to such a move. 

Therefor it was urged and later discussed 
that any and all who can go or get others to go should 
do so in order to lend our support in this fight for 
Negro representation in jobs, and a breakdown of the Anti- 
Negro hiring policy of Sears Roebuck in the Bronx 149th 
Store, if no progress is made then the Committee will 
consider placing a picket line, around the Fordham store. 

The next point on ^he agenda was the referendum as 
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proposed by the National Committee, this in essance was 

a request, after a National Committee meet a few weeks 

ago, by the National Committee, to postpone the Convention 

which was to take place according to the Party Constitution 

two years after the previous one, within the first six 

month period of that year, the reason given was that our 

Party is not too well stabilized not registered, did 

not have time for any pre-convention discussion that there 

is no Party Program in effect etc. so in light of the above 

reasons it is placed before the general membership in the 

form of a referendum, in accordance with the Party Constitution 

to recommend that x\re postpone the Convention until the latter 

part of 1959 preferably before the 1959 election sp they 

can be discussed thoroughly and we can map out 9, plan of 

action and activity around this important issue r 

This referendum must be read at all club meetings 
and voted on noting all for, against, and obstensions and 
returned as soon as possible to ihe Section.

tion .that altered the change .from selfrdet.e.rmi^lBio'n to the iden- 
tification as a nation. He stated that "some, .places in Russia are 
considered .separate nations but do .not, have self-determination.

The agenda was 1-A report on the Sears Roebuck 
picket line by Mimi, 2-a brief report on the Cuban revolutionary 
by Al Paula 3-Announcements, on a referendum, and the Seminar.

Th,e Chairman of the meeting was . ■ 
lie asked Mimi to discuss the announcements first berore going 
into the main topic of the evening.- 

On the referendum Mimi said that at a recent National 
Committee meeting it was proposed that the National Convention, 
which according to the Party Constitution must be held 
within the first six months, two years after the previous 
Party Constitution. But in discussion, the National Committee 
felt that because of the many activities, registration, Party 
Program etc, the Party was not ready for a Convention without 
the necessary pre^Convention discussion so they therefor_ 
are holding a referendum according to the Party Constitution 
requesting all Party members to vote on whether to go along 
with the National Committee inpostponing the Convention or 
not. 

An instruction sheet explaining this move was 
given to each one present and they had to be turned in by 
Feb. 10. after bringing it to the attention of the membership 
in club meetings. 

On the Seminar- the 3rd of a series will be held 
at Al Paula 1 s house 1764 Townsend Ave. Apt. D. this Friday 
night Jan. 9. The topic would be on Labor and the speaker 
was going to be Bill AlbertsonJYIimi urged as many as possible 
to attend this all important session. If Bill was not able 
to attend then another well know__ member- of the National 
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Committee- would speak. 

The next session (4th) would he held two weeks 
later at Louise's house because she cannot get out and 
the session would be on Anti-Monoply, with others following 
on Peaceful co -existence, and then another on the Party. 

Another announcement made by Mimi was the one 
on the Brooklyn Party leader who left for a Conference in Ghana 
without proper State Committee permission. On this matter 
the person in question is Charlie Loeman and the State Committee 
was not told about his departure to Ghana until he had left. 
He had the approval of the Brooklyn County of the Communist 
Party they in fact collected funds for him to go, so the 
State Committee has set up a special Committee to discuss 
this important move, and in the meantime they have suspended 
him from- the Brooklyn leadership until this Committee has 
given their report. 

In any event whatever statements Charlie Loeman 
makes they will not have the approval or authorization of the 
Communist Party here in the U.S. He ho doubt will wind 
up in the Soviet Union according to some of those present. 

He is also suspended from the State Board for this 
action. Rumors already have it that he has gone with some 
of the Party funds, but we cannot and should not form 
any conclusions until the Committee reports back to 
the State Board. 

In her report on Sears Roebuck Mimi said that 
the picket line has been in effect for the past three Saturdays 
and it has shorn how militant it is by the many people 
who have beet* on this picket line for that period of time. 

The N.A.A^C.P. has held a Conference and a forum 
'where people from the various large stores, churches, 
Puerto Rican and the Principal of Morris High School have 
attended. These Conferences & Forums have been effective 
to the extent that pressure has been brought on Sears to 
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come forward and meet with these people also, hut so far 
the only indication Sears has shown is that the want to talk 
with the N.A.A.C.P. 

According to Mimi this is the first time that 
the National headquarters and leadership have endorsed 
such a move by the local N*A„A»C.P. 

The NAACP says that they would welcome such a 
meeting with Sears on they hiring policy which they claim is 
fair and good.. 

The question of whether it was right for white 
people to picket with the Negro pickets and the opinon of 
all was that it was very necessary and should be encouraged 
by young and old alike. 

This picket line would continue next Saturday 
and thereafter if necessary and we should mobilize our 
people in our own Community and clubs , organizations etc.* 
to arouse them to the necessity of supporting this all 
important picket line. The hours of the picket line was 
from 10 AM to 5:30 EM. 

Sears is already feeling the pinch and pressure 
from the people , who stop and ask questions of the pickets 
such as they have to pay a bill and do not like to pass a 
picket line, to which they are told to mail they money into 
the store thus showing their protest, and from TJhe stores 
because these same st&res fear that such a picket line would 
be thrown around their store to pressure them to hire more 
Negroes, so they will pressure Sears to sit down with the 
local NAACP and work something out along those lines. 

In his report on Cuba Al could not give us any 
additional information other than what is current in the 
daily press, but he said that the corrupt Battista Gov. 
ernment was long overdue to be withdrawn from power and the 
revolutionary forces of Castro must show that it will 
serve the peopie better than that of Battista, 
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The Castro forces were quickly disposing of 
the Battista forces and they are preparing for Castro 
entry into Havana. We do not know whether the Communist 
Party was, involved in this revolution so we cannot discuss 
it tq_ intelligently and until we get further information we 
will have to hold this discussion in abeyance. 

One point that the Bronx County Committee was in 
agreement on this Castro revolution was that we would get 
and distribute about "2, 000 leaflets on this situation in 
various parts of the City in the very near future. 

The next important point on the agenda not 
mentioned previously was the 1959 registration Edith the 
organizational sec. of the Bronx Communist Party gave the 
report.. She based her report on a recent report by Bill 
Albertsnn who. spoke on registration. It was proposed that in 
registering people we should do it on the basis of trying 
to rebuild the Party , the Press etc, and not just to get a 
name and dues for the Party. 

When they are registered certain information is 
required of them such as male or female-age-National Origin, 
employment, union and how long in Party. Each Section will 
get enough to cover their own people, they will in turn, ^ 
forward them to each club organizer who will hold a special 
meeting and discuss this- whole business of registration both 
Politically and Economicly . 

Each registration Bank is numbered and for security 
reasons they must be well guarded, it has been requested that 
60$ be turned in by the next two weeks, and the balance 
of kOfo by Feb. 4, the rest of February should be devoted 
to visiting and trying to register those people who were 
in the Party in the past, those who are still sympathic and 
if possible any new people who would like to join the Party. 

We must register people in the light that we must 
strengthen our Party, both politicaly and ecomomicaly, we 
must do this first in the clubs, then in the Section, then in 
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County, we must build the Press "by renewing the subs of 
those who have not renewed, for a program of action of 
getting the oaper to all our people, for a program of 
rebuilding the Marxist-Leninist theory in the Party and to 
renew our efforts to organize and strengthen the youth. 

All these phases of work can only be accompolished 
by a strong Communist Party leadership in all levels, clubs, 
sections, counties and even* State levels. 

In 1959 we shall depend greatly on the youth 
for rebuilding a Marxist-Leninest Party, we must complete our 
fund drive, we must plan action around mass work, the 
next election campaign, and the struggle for the rights of 
the Negro and minority . 

These are all important points which can and should 
be raised during this registration drive if we are to go 
forward as a strong Communist Party in the years ahead. 

In Buffalo all the people were cool or neutral 
during the last year have registered in the Party. In this 
regard the Party has proposed that we set our goals a little 
higher than last year, in the Bronx we should try for a goal 
of 300 as compared to 250 or 275 in 1958.. Each Section 
should strive to get a little higher by ten or fifteen, if 
possible in 195'9 than 1958; friends, people whose subs 
have expired, others who read our paper but do not have subs, 
former people who were in the Party and sympathizers are 
likely prospects for rebuilding the Party here in the Bronx. 

As to the necessary proceedure for registering 
people, they must be paid up through Dec-1958, so if a person 
has not paid for months or years, then we must sit down 
and discuss the circumstances with them and arrive at a 
settlement, but this settlement must be ref erred back to Dec. 
1958 then Nov. 1958, then Oct. 195 8 etc. Thereafter the 
dues for 1959 must be made regularly. 

To help in this registration drive two stations 
have been set up one on Tuesday Jan. 13, and the other 
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on Tuesday Jan 20, at Miriam Singer* s house 1500 

Hoe Ave, Apt.' to/ and Section Organizers or others appointed 

are to go there with completed forms. Figures for 1958 

registered for the State were 2400 and in 1959 they propose 

2500.. 

The Party is. proposing to publish an open letter 
in the Sunday Worker and in leaflet form for all people 
who left the Party to rejoin in 1959, this should be 
of use to us in our visit to people whom we wish to register. 

The next meeting x?as proposed for Jan. 21, at 
Nan Dickmans house on Perry Ave on 204 St. 

There was not too much disqussion on the registration 
outside of $/few questions and finally Louise asked for the 
floor and in her remarks she expressed surprise and dismay 
at the lack of discussion on this years registration drive. 
She was very much dis£appointed because as she put it 
there was no evaluation of the past years actiyities by the 
Party and in her estimation we cannot go into a registration 
drive xfithqut first discussing among ourselves what our 
activities have been during the past yea?. In her opinion 
the County let alon§ the State did not measure up to the 
standard^ of the Party , there were no major activities , 
very little was done by the County and she wonderes hoxf 
we can visit people and urge them to register especially 
those who have left the Party, those who sympathize with us, 
there is nothing we can show them to make them return to 
the Party. 

Louise has considered reseigning from her position 
in the County and the Section because she is very much 
disturbed about many things and cannot see her way clear %n 
talking to people urging them to register when she does 
not have the answers to a lot of questions. Louise continued 
to go on and express herself and at times she spoke with 
emotion saying that she spoke with Nat a few times about her 
differences and feedings, but Nat told her th^t if she felt 
that vray she should discuss it at this meeting and get it off 
her chest. 

Edith responded to Louise and she expressed surprise 
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and a little anger at the position which Louise took to the 
extent that she did not express truthfully her expressions 
when she said that the County has done little or nothing 
during the past year. 

Edith said that since she has come into the County 
many forms of activity have taken place, the election campaign, 
the Lamont meeting, the Sears picket line, and other forms 
of activity. In so far as an evaluation she did not think 
that such an action was necessary because we ourselves know what_ 
taken place and can readily explain to our people there facts. 
Edith was very critical of the position taken by Louise and 
could not find words to express herself, she defended the 
position taken against Mirni, whom Louise signaled out 
concerning several reports she gave which did not meet with 
her approval.

REPORT ON PINNER FOR JOE NORTH 

A "Dinner" to honor "25 Years of Service" as a 
writer for the Communist movement in America was tendered 
to Joseph North on Saturday evening, December 13* |9go 
in the main hall of the Jugoslav-American Home at 405 w, 
4lst St, New York, N.Y. 

The affair was very badly run and could hardly 
be expected to stimulate attendance at future functions. 
The time was not indicated in the Sunday Worker for the 
previous week. A phoned request to the paper for iniormation 
gave the starting time as 7:30 P.M. and no reservations required, 
Despite freezing weather outside the management; did not 
turn on the heat till guests began to arrive. Everyone had 
to keep their coats on for hours, and the place never did 
get reasonably warmed-up all evening* Everything was delayed 
by the lack of heat till well after 9:00 P.M. 

Long tables, bearing only tablecloths, were set 
up in the rear of the hall. The "dinner" turned out to » be a 
buffet of cold cuts, set up by a single employee, ^J^iie 
had to scramble for whatever they could get, and practically 
everything ran out early, especially the hot coffee. About 
150 people showed up, each paying a $3,00 admission charge 
to the advertized "dinner" . . Judging from the food made 
available, this was more people than had been expected. 

After the cold food in the cold hall, jvejyone 
was asked to bring their folding chairs f 2fTtiLtainSs 
the entertainmant and the speakers. Two girl eflfc«?taWB 
sang songs during the program, some humorous . One of them 
at times accompanied her songs on a guitar. Then the 
eulogies began, 

William Patterson, editor of "The ^«£'J}'^ B 
affair and made the first speech. He was followed py 
Ar? IhSlds of the paper's staff. Both lauded joe North's 
contribution to the Daily Worker and Sunday Worker and praised 
his work in the Spanish Civil War and his ready response to 
an appeal to visit Cuba and give an eye-witness report of 
the terrorism going on there. 
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Then Meridel LeSeuer, author of "North Star," 
and Anton Refregier, artist, spoke in turn* extolling Joe*s 
work as editor of the militant "New Masses" magazine* in 
the 1930*3. 

Eugene Dennis and Jack Stachel followed., speaking 
for the National and New York State Communist Party organizations 
respectively* Both praised Joe North 5 s steadfastness and 
his great insight as a moving xvriter for the wopking class. 
A proposal was made that International Publishers get out 
5*000 copies of a popular $1*00 edition of Joe ! s nexv book* 
"All Men Are > Strangers" 

Gifts in the form of a new portable typewriter, 
a brief case, and a watch were given to Mr. North by his 
co-workers in the various offices of the building in which 
The Worker is located, Herbert Aptheker, author, made a 
fund appeal^ and, finally, r-well after 11:00 P.M., -Joe 
North got the floor to express his appreciation and conclude 
the evening* s proceedings.

There will be a meeting concerning the Communist Party 
Fund Drive on Friday 12/26/58 at 146 Cambridge Place, 
Brooklyn, New York. This meeting will be a sort of a social to 
help raise funds for the Party. 

The above agenda was announced by Constance and 
William Weinstone made a comment about the new classes 
starting at the Faculty of Social Science and the needs for 
a larger attendance and enrollment. 

Then the fight of the evening started and it seems 
as if the State and National CP leadership is all out to get 
Charlie Loman, 

Ben Davis got up and said that he was here at this 
meeting on a very unhappy mission and that it concerns the 
trip to Ghana of "Comrade Charlie." Ben said that the State 
(CP) feels that Charlie's trip is a very serious matter and that 
the National Executive Committee of the CP is discussing it. 
Ben said that the view of the National Executive Committee and 
of the Committee which is comprised of Bill Albertson, Evelyn 
Wiener and himself is that it is a matter of serious importance. 

Ben then said that "We don't know how long he 
(Loman) will be gone or where he is going after Ghana. He 
may be gone three months." Ben said that it was wrong and 
Incorrect for Loman to leave, on this trip. He said that there 
is some question of Loman' s authorization for this trip and 
that there are alleged rumors that Loman consulted with people 
of the National Leadership about the trip. Ben said Loman 
was supposed to have talked to Foster, Patterson, Jackson 
and'.* him, but that he only knows what Loman said to him. 
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Davis said that in just speaking to the above 
named men from the National Leadership does not comprise 
authorization for Loman to go on the trip to Ghana. Ben 
went on to say that the Party is a collective and that 
proper discipline must be maintained. He said that leaders 
must set the proper example and added that the events going 
on in Hhana are historically important,, but that a leader 
does not go without thinking about his responsibilities at 
home* He said that the Party was not ignoring the situation 
in Ghana, in that the Party would be -represented there by 
its foreign correspondent and by Mrs. Paul Robeson, in that 
they are to be present in Ghana. 

Davis continued that there are rumors that the 
State Department is to subpoena all CP people who recently 
obtained passports and that Charlie refused to come to the 
National Office to discuss this matter with the Executive 
Board. Ben also said that on the weekend he left, Loman 
was supposed to come to see Ben, but he called Ben and 
cancelled the meeting saying that he was sick. Ben said 
then that he told Loman to come down and see him on Monday 
and that Loman said that he would. Ben continued that 
didn T t know that Charlie was leaving Sunday and didn T t 
know about it until Frances Loman told him that Charlie 
had left, Ben stated that there is no question in his mind 
that Loman acted without a collective Party decision in 
this matter. 

Ben stated that problems and the situation in 
Brooklyn made it necessary for the Party to review the 
entire situation and determine what to do with Brooklyn „ 
He said that Brooklyn needs the combined attention of both 
the County and the State. He said he doesn't know exactly 
where Loman got the money for the trip, which was to cost 
$1,000, but that he should not use such an amount of money 
for such a trip at a time like this, when the book store 
in Brooklyn is closing and "The Worker" may cease publication 
at any time. 

Davis stated that at one time during his recent 
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campaign he lost his campaign manager and he asked Loman 
to be his new campaign manager and Loman declined stating 
that he had too much to do in Brooklyn. Ben commented that' 
Loman said that even though the County Committee was willing 
to release Loman to be Davis 1 campaign manager, Ben 
cynically stated that it was deplorable that Charlie could 
not spare the time to be his campaign manager. Ben went on 
to say that when Loman spoke to him, Loman used only evasive 
conversation. Ben added that he gathered that the County (Kings) 
planned to release Loman without', the State knowing about it. 
This was in reference to Loman 1 s trip. Ben stated further 
that this whole affair could have serious international 
repercussion; "There are things here that I can't discuss for 
security reasons. But if he does do what he told me he 
intended to do it could jeopardize not only our American 
Party, but our African comrades as well." Charlie stated 
further 11 specif ically, this is (l) a breech of formal party 
procedure and (2) a breech of democratic centralism. 11 Ben 
also said that this is a bad time to challenge the leadership 
of the Party, "For without discipline we have anarchy. It 
is ironic that comrades such as Charlie, who led the fight 
against Gates, should be negligent in his own behavior,," 
Davis said further that this whole thing has factional 
overtones and that it seemed to him that Charlie shopped 
around among the CP leaders and selected his friends to 
speak to about the Ghana trip and that this was definitely 
a factional approach to the matter. 

Still concerning Loman, Davis said that the Kings 
County Committee decision to release Loman for the trip is 
bad "but I don't hold them responsible as they acted upon 
misinformation and on inadequate information. 11 

Davis continued by saying that there is friction 
between the County and the State because of a show cff .<* 
independence by the County from the State Organization. Davis 
yaid that there seems to be a desire by Kings County to keep 
the State organization out of Brooklyn. Davis said he was 
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surprised that certain people on the Kings County staff 
agreed to Loman's going especially since Charlie is on the 
National and State Committees of the CP and on the State 
Board and the State Staff of the CP. On this Davis then 
asked how come the County Board which consists of Andy Onda, 
Allan Laws and others released him. Davis said that this 
action intimates that the County stafffeels that the State 
does not have the best interests of Brooklyn at heart and 
said "it must be this that made them feel that they have to 
exclude the State." Then Davis went on to say some things 
" are of danger to the Party and he said that the main 
danger in the Party is from the Right; that Left Sectarianism 
is also a danger and we must apply ourselves to both sides. 
Ben said that the revisionists almost destroyed the Party 
under the guise of fighting Left Sectarianism and they tried to 
make the Party a second rate organization. Ben said ' You 
can't shout against revisionists and then do a thing of this 
kind," referring to Loman again. Davis also said that the 
threat from the ultra left is serious and it is most 
important that we have discipline today. 

Davis went on to say that Andy Onda, Danny (Rubel) 
and Allan Laws decided that they would not elect a new leader 
in Loman's place while he is gone. Ben tten proposed that 
a membership conference to review and examine the entire 
Brooklyn leadership. He also stated that the State proposed 
that Albertson and Patterson be placed on this staff too. 
Davis continued that as regards to Loman the State and 
the National Leadership reserved the right to take whatever 
action necessary to save the Party, 

At this point Emil Shaw interrupted Davis and 
challenged his stated proposals and asked him whether Or not 
this proposal was from the State or from the National Executive 
Committee. Emil also said that the CP cannot charge Loman 
without Loman being present to answer charges. At this 
point Ben stated that he, Albertson and Wiener reflected 
the opinion of the National Executive Committee. 

Then Onda got up and asked how can anyone speak for 
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the County Staff while Charlie is away* Someone said that 
Rubel could speak for the County, but this was objected to 
by the people present and Allan Laws stood up and said that 
he would speak for Loman 0 Laws said that Davis 1 remarks about 
Loman hurt him personally and asked Davis why the haste for 
this review of leadership . Laws said that Loman was needed 
for that and that it looked like a plan to remove Loman while 
he was away. He also said that the County Staff had moved that 
it would hold down the front until Charlie returned and that 
this entire matter would be bad for morale in the Brooklyn 
Party and stated that he would wait until the return of 
Loman. 

Then Rubel stood up and said that at the last 
County Committee meeting that they had erred in releasing 
Loman to go on the trip, but that he was opposed to any 
suspension of Loman.. 

Then Pearl stood up and said that this thing 
about Loman doesn't help, in that the State Board has not yet 
disqussed the matter. Pearl also objected to questions about 
where Loman got the money for the trip &nd said that if the 
leadership wants, a review they should start such a review with 
the National Leadership. She then spoke directly to to 
Patterson and said, M Pat, you raised $800 for a friend of 
yours a short time ago to go to Europe- and there was no question 
about that." She too asked the question why should leadership 
subject Loman to such charges in his absence. Pearl also stated 
that Loman had spoken about the possibility of his going to 
Ghana 3 weeks ago and no one said anything about sanctioning 
the trip at that time; that the County Leadership had the right 
to release him; and that he was, or is, traveling as an 
individual and does not have any credentials from the Party. 
Pearl continued on for some time giving Davis a hard time. 

Then Shaw got up again and quoted Article 4, Sec. 4, of 
the CP constitution which states that the County has the right 
to select its own leadership; and Article 7, Sec. 4, which states 
that the accused must be present at his trial, since this had all 
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the earmarks of a trial. Shaw then moved that the whole thing 
be tabled until Loman's return. This made two motions 
then on the floor, Davis 1 and Shaw's. 

Then thin Abe got up and said that there wouldn't 
be any Party in Brooklyn without Loman; chat he was with 
Rubel at the county committee meeting and that Rubel didn't 
say anything then like he was suggesting now* Abe wanted to 
fc-uw why Rubel was speaking against Loman now five days 
later, and the reason for Rubel' s haste in going to work 
for the State. 

Then Halois got up and defended Loman for several 
minutes, followed by Bill Albert son who wanted to remind 
everyone that Loman had called in sick when obviously he 
wasn't; and explained that Rubel was only sent to Manhattan 
to the bookstore to teach Sophie the work and that Loman 
had okayed this move. 

Then Patterson arose and said that this was a grave 
question and asked, "How is the Party to operate without 
discipline?" He added, "To table this motion is to say 
that you of Brooklyn are a duchy." 

Then a vote was held on the 2 proposals and the 
vote went in favor of Shaw's, 16-12, Some of those present 
didn't vote. Ben urged the assemblage to reconsider and then 
said that no matter what was voted there is going to be 
action against Loman. The meeting broke up at about this 
point with lots of individual arguments all over the place* 
Shaw and Rubel got into an argument, acid later Shaw climbed 
all over Goodman for not speaking up for Loman. 

It was a great meeting. There should be more like it.

C.P. Nationality Press Commission, met on Dec. 16, at Yugoslav 
Hall, 8: £5 p.m. Present 14 people, among whom: Charles Dirba, 
Nino Siracusa, Vito, Mike Kosch, Sklaris, Hyman Lumer, Radzie. 

The reason for the meeting was a report by Hyman Lumer on the 
progress made by National Committee on the preparation of a 
basic program. On The American Road to Socialism, He reported 
that the National Committee met the previous week, and this 
was the first time, after several years, that the National 
Committee met without the usual- bickering and confusion. 
The only discordant note was that of Alexander Bittelman 
with his democracy and the Welfare State. 

Lumer sa£d that the National Committee is asking that the 
Convention be postponed until next November, hoping that by 
than the draft programm will be ready. Lumer explained that 
before the Party had a tactical program, now we want to 
prepare for our strategic goal - our road to Socialism. He. 
said that at last weeks National meeting, Negro comrades 
participated from various parts of the country. Comrade 
Jackson report was well discussed and we may finally come out 
with some definite understanding on the Negro Question. Now>. 
Lumer continued, we are entering a period of consolidation 
and growth of our Party. He said that there are over 200 
different questions which have been submitted to the Draft 
Program Committee. We will concentrate on the key question, 
others cannot be answered fqr obvious reasons, least the 
FBI will twist our words--r-We must be clear on the role of 
the state in American economy. ... .The three' main questions, 
that we must not vacillate are 1. Public ownership of the 
means of production; 2. planning; 3. dictatorship of the 
proletariat. Quoted extensively from 12th Party Declaration. 

Spoke on the necessity of an anti-monoply coalition.- What can ' 
we accomplish with this coalition? A Welfare State? He 
attacked Bittleman on this, and explained that this should 
be nothing else but the beginning, a transitional form, 
a popular form of government which later should and will 
have to be led by the working class. In other words, we 
cannot, at this stage attain "Socialism. And we know also that 

Socialism 
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will not come on a silver platter. But the anti-monopoly 

coalition is necessary, we must weaken the main enemy get 

whatever we can get under the circumstances^, there is under 
a capitalist government. But we don't stop there, as the 
revisionist want to. We want the people, led by the working 
class, to rule. We want to establish socialist democracy. 
Will, the other member of the coalition respect the will, 
the desire of the people for a socialist transformation 
of Society? Will they use force against the people? 

Lumer stated that the Welfare state, which we have in 
America^. is a monopply state. And we didn't get it because 
the capitalists were magnanimous. 

A discussion followed, with all those present participating, 
all more or less agreeing, with the presentation made by Lumer. 
Dirba asked that the Party acts more vigorously against' Bittleman 
and any other remanents* we can't say openly about using 
force.... but after ail they want to stop the people, therefore 
they use force first.. ^Al^ agreed that the Party is on th 
right track now, that we must now feo forward in strengthening 
the Party, and that we }iave a similar discussions among our 
Nationality groups.. The meeting ended at 10:30 after money

'duu people presQnc. Over $300 was cpllected from the audience. 
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In his introductory remarks , Carl Marzani stated 
that the continued imprisonment of these two men is a most 
clear example of the era of insanity in which we are all living.. 
This occasion, he said, benefits everyone in the struggle for 
the betterment of mankind. He went on to say, that the 
abolition of the House Committee for Un-American Activities 
(HUAC) will be a sign of the real marks of progress in this 
country. 

Carl Marzani recalled his own days of imprisonment 
and his application for parole. He had been asked to make a 
statement on the parole application to the effect that he would 
be a good boy and not commit the same wrongs again. Carl 
Marzani replied to the parole person that he had not committed 
any crime and would not so attest. The parole person admitted 
privately to him that this was true but nevertheless he should 
sign such a statement in order to be released. He said he 
erfused and was not given a parole. He told the audience that 
this is an example of what is called freedom in this country. 
He also said that Congressman J. Parnell Thomas signed such a 
statement was not only paroled but immediately pardoned by 
President Truman. 

Carl Marzani then told the audience that they should 
never forget the fact that these two men (Henry Winston and Gil 
Green) are Communists and that is why they are still in jail. 

In his remarks of introduction of John Abt, Carl 
Marzani stated that the clouds have lifted because there have 
been men and women who have fought hard and long for freedom. 
He continued, that he had profound admiration for the finest 
lawyers in America and they are ours. He related the painstaking 
work done by "our" lawyers. He said that the government, had 
billions at their command and that all the government had to do 
was press a button and a thousand F.B.I* agents will appear. 
Before introducing John Abt, Carl Marzani said that in his 
opinion, there will be a government headed by the people within 
the next ten years. This statement was very well received by 
the audience. 
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John Abt reviewed the history of the cases of 
Henry Winston and Gil Green. In an aside to the audience , 
he stated that he disagreed with his friend "Carl" on the 
possibility of changing the government within the next few 
years but that he wished for a government more responsive 
for what the people ask of them. 

John Abt stated that this meeting is an indication 
of their (Winston and Green) realization of their hope for 
freedom by Christmas Amnesty. 

He then went back to the original indictments of 
the leadership of the CP. under the Smith Act. He said that 
Winston and Green were one of the first victims in the launching 
of the "cold war" in 1948. These men were ' indicted for their 
ideas, opinions, beliefs and because they were Communists. 
He went on that in the hysteria of anti-Communism the Supreme 
Court never looked at the evidence in the Smith Act cases but 
only at the Constitutionality of the act thereby paving the 
way for McCarthyism. With the ebbing of McCarthy tsja, the 
courts reviewed the evidence in these cases and in 12 cases 
involving the same evidence for convictions under the Smith 
Act, 4 cases have been reversed by the courts, the Government 
has refused to retry 6 others because the Government has said 
they have no new evidence against them and the other two cases 
are those of Henry Winston and Gil Green who are still in 
prison. John Abt said that under the recent decision of the 
courts, these two men could not be convicted today. In his 
reference to McCarthyism, John Abt referred to McCarthy as the 
"fuehru from Wisconsin" . 

John Abt then broke their cases into its other 
category; that of contempt. He said, that in over 500 years 
of jurisprudence, no man has ever been convicted for jumping 
bail except Gil Green, Henry Winston, Bob Thompson and Gus 
Hall. 
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As far as the Contempt issue is concerned., these 
men, Henry Winston and Gil Green, have received the longest 
contempt sentence in the history of the law and only because 
they were Communists. 

John Abt then related his experiences before the 
Parole Board. He said that the members of the Board heard 
their pleas, (eight people were in the delegation, including 
a minister) no statements were made by any of the members of 
the Board. The delegation was excused and two days later, 
they learned that parole had been denied to them. 

John Abt then told the story of how one Parole 
Board member f from Texas, sometime ago, who is no longer a 
member of the Board, related to him, that he agreed these 
political prisoners should be paroled but he would not do 
so because the anti-Communist forces would kill him and others 
who agitated for their legitimate release. John Abt then said, 
that now that the influence of the anti-Communist forces has 
been minimized, it is possible to work for parole, pardon, or 
commutation of sentence for Winston and Green. 

He went on to say that the job ahead is to show 
that public sentiment is to favor parole, pardon, or commutation 
of sentence for Henry Winston and Gil Green. The people must 
go out and marshal all forces necessary to accomplish the job. 
Including among some of the forces were ministers, rabbis, 
politicians, people of respectability etc. He concluded by 
saying their freedom will be a return to constitutional 
rights in this country. 

James Jackson paid tribute to the BCLC for their 
fine work in this struggle. He said that the cost to America 
for removing these men, from the scene, who have great ability 
to comprehend and lead the progressive movement of our times, 
is inescapable. 

He referred to Henry Winston as one of the foremost 
leaders of youth in what is now called the '-'lost generation". 
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He said in Germany the youth were handed over to fascism, in 
Japan to their warlords > and also in Italy the sto£y was the 
same. But, in America the youth were saved from similar 
experiences because of the efforts of men l^ke Henry Winston, 
Henry Winston, according to James Jackson, has dedicated his 
whole life to making meaningful the 14th Amendment, 

He urged the people present to take your petitions 
for freedom to the prominent and the not so prominent. He 
said,, that Winston and Green ar§ symbols of the promise of the 
potential of the other America that is looked for all over the 
world; an America dedicated to peace and well-rbeing to our 
generation. 

At the conclusion of James Jackson 1 s talk, Carl 
Marzani called on Mrs. Edria Winston to say a few words.. 

Mrs* Winston told the audience that she will be 
visiting fctqr husband shortly and tell him of the happenings 
today. She felt that this was a good sign and her husband will 
be happy to hear of it. 

She then said that the last time she visited her 
husband, he wanted to know if the people had forgotten him and 
Gil Green. Prior to that, she said, her husband had always 
been the cheerful influence in their meetings. 

She also urged the audience to write and get others 
to write requesting freedom for her husband and Gil Green. 

Carl Marzani made the appeal for funds. He offered 
to autograph copies of his new book, 11 The Survivor", for the 
first ones contributing $25 or more; six such copies were 
autographed. W

This question also raised the security angle about 
the Party, if we try and make an issue of this delicate matter 
names are going to be hade available and this pojLses a serious 
threat to the Party even though these people may or may not be 
in the Party, 

Therefor^ in this light, after much discussion it 
was deccided to bargin quietly and without much publicity to 
see if the money can be returned. 

AIsq in this regard, the National Committee has 
set up a group of people to work quietly for the past number 
of months to do .just that and in the opinoa of this Committee 
it was recommended that they continue to do so. 

The next point on the agenda was the next session 
Of the Seminar. The next session was to be hel<l on Friday 
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night Dec. 19, but due' to. the unavailability of getting a 
speaker on labor. Other people were- contacted but due to 
the time, element no one. was available. 

The re fo r the next Seminar would be held on Friday- 
Jan. 9, at a place to be. announced later. 

The amnesty celebration fo'r Gil Green and Henry 
Winston was to be held at the New Terrace Gardens on Sunday 
Dec.. '21, tickets were, available and. everyone was invited to 
attend.. 

It was also suggested that the seasons greetings 
be sent to Gil Green address, P.M.?.

It had been proposed that the registration drive 
take place, in January, but due to the many activities the 
County was not yet ready and. it has been postponed for a short 
while . 

On Press,, the possibility of regaining the over 
100 subs whichThave or are about to expire during the past 
year is of the utmost importance, and every one who can should 
see Bill Kraemer who will give him a list of such subs. Also 
Bill will visit or speak at any club or Section meeting if so 
requested.

He became aware of this meeting only after meeting 
with ''Ramoh' a former Party member how .a member- of the Ultra 
left. 

Ramon invited Al to a meeting of the Independents 
in Harlem* but A"l thought abo ut, an d then deeeided to go to 
the Bx,- 'headquarters because "it was in his immidiate territory. 

At this meeting the main- report was on Negro rights., 
job discrimination, the ques'-fion of voting* the possibility of 
petitioning Congress to change Rule 22, other bills that have 
to be introduced In Congress during the next session,, and the 
N>A.A.gVp. is ' going to visit and pressure Congressman Zollinger 
to- introduce in Congress a bill which would do away with 
discrimination in Federal contacts. 

The program of this meeting was very outstanding 
and Al Paula urged every one to familiarize themselves with 
the work and programs of the Bronx Independents. 

Continuing on the program Al said that it pointed- 
out that the unity of labor was Urged, in this fight both 
AFL & C.I. 6. Negro x and White if certain sections of the 
Taft Hartley law must, be -changed. The struggle for the Negro 
rights, for the right to organize, £or the raising of the 
minimum wage law, there are many sub standard wages still 
being- paid to Negro and. Puerto RIcan Workers by unso.rupilus 
bosses. The Income for dependents,- Federal old age pensions,, 
better social Security etc are ©there improvements which the 
i-ncoinini Congress must be urged to adjust. 
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But these and the many other points on labor can 
only be gotten if we activize ourselves around Such 
organizations, as the Bronx Independents , plan to attend, 
their next meeting and join up,, then we will be -in a better 
position to know how to fight under proper leadership^ 

The speakers at this meeting were prominent people, 
lawyer,, bus'ianess men etc.. so if we are interested Al suggested 
that we attend with him. 

He pointed out too that the- greatest force in the 
Bronx at the present time is the N.A.A.C.P. and they are 
organizing and campaigning here in the Bronx for a labor 
Conference around such issues as jobs for Negroes in the 
large stores here in the Bronx Sachs, Alexanders etc. These 
s.tore__ have been contacted and""there hiring policy is O.K. 
they hire many Negroes, but Sears Roebuck did not wish to. 
speak to any representative of the N.A.A.C.P. and they do 
not hire many Negroes -so it was proposed by the N.A.A..C,P. 
that a picket line- be thrown around the Sears stores on E, 
149 St.. in the very near future possibly during the holiday 
season- warning the people that Sears has a discriminatory 
Policy and in this manner they may change their attitude . 

This picket line later was designated for the next 
two Saturdays Dec. 20, and Sat Dec. 27 if anyone can attend 
they would be welcome from nojon to closing time of 6. P„M.. 

It was reported that the I.L.G.W-.U. was going to 
have, an election here in. the Bronx and leaflets would be 
distributed in certain areas if anyone was interested Mimi 
would give them additional information. 

Mimi aiso announced that we should send post cards 
and urge others to do likewise in connection with Rule 22 
in Congress in the next session, or to our Representatives and 
Congressman. 
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There is need for help in the Tenants Council in 
the South Bronx if anyone can spare the time they will be 
welcome from 10 A.M. to 2. .P.M. from Tuesday to Friday, at 
the Tenants Council office in that area.
